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Foresight, Fortitude and Luck 
Produce Timely Newspaper 


The onslaught of a snowstorm 
on Wednesday, January 26 was 
well publicized on television and 
radio, although many in the Wash- 
ington area did not believe what 
they were told. With its nearly 
74-year record for never missing 
its printing deadline on the line, 
the staff of the Greenbelt News 
Review worried, however, and 
with good cause. 

Of concern were not only the 
challenges on the sidewalks and 
roadways caused by the accu- 
mulating snowfall. Since the 
newspaper is entirely generated 
electronically, access to electricity 
is a critical component. Wednes- 
day night is when the paper is put 
to bed; that is, sent to the printer. 
By early evening, contractor Lynn 
Eppard electronically compiles all 
the individual stories and graph- 
ics together in a print-ready form. 
First, however, she sends the 
draft newspaper back to the News 
Review office for proofreading, 
editorial review and last minute 
changes. 

Staff at the News Review of- 
fice communicate with Eppard by 
conference call, fax, email and ftp 
transmissions. After a series of 
changes, upon approval the copy 


is sent in pdf form 
to Silver Communi- 
cations in Sterling, 
Va., to be printed the 
next morning. Sil- 
ver, in turn, deliv- 
ers to Greenbelt the 
printed papers on 
Thursday afternoon 
for distribution by 
our carriers. 

With snow fore- 
cast to begin late 
Wednesday afternoon, 
Eppard pulled out all 
the stops to get her 
composition work 
done early. News Re- 
view Assistant Editor 
Barbara Likowski, 
who was in charge 
that week, and other 
volunteers amassed 
at the newspaper’s 
office at about 2:30 
that afternoon, plan- 
ning to stay until the 
paper was “put to 
bed.” 

Although the Community Cen- 
ter closed early at 5 p.m., Public 
Works staff kept the steps cleared 
to assure safe accessibility.

Hundreds of GHI Members Attend 
Meeting on 2015 Upgrade Pilot 


About 350 Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI) members gathered in 
the Community Center gym on 
Sunday, January 23 to discuss a 
major building upgrade planned 
for the cooperative’s 1,600 homes 
beginning in 2015. Goals of the 
town hall were to inform mem- 
bers of plans at this early stage 
of the pilot project and for project 
and co-op leaders to hear mem- 
bers’ concerns and ideas about the 
multi-million dollar project. 

While some members came to 
support the upgrade and others to 
oppose it, most came to the three- 
hour meeting, to learn more. 

At the beginning of the meet- 
ing, cards were given to write 
questions, concerns and ideas for 
discussion later in the meeting. 
About 200 cards were collected 
by “mad hatters” — volunteers 
wearing decorated hats and yellow 
shirts. While the mad hatters sort- 
ed and grouped hundreds of cards, 
three presentations summarized the 
pilot project and upgrade. 

Buildings committee member 
Steve Skolnik explained the five 
prioritized goals of the upgrade: 
increase energy efficiency and 
reduce utility expenses; improve 
comfort; use sustainable materi- 
als where economically feasible; 
reduce overall lifecycle costs; and 
maintain the unique and historic 
nature of the community.

Survey Findings 

Skolnik cited results of a 2009 
heating and energy survey GHI 
had conducted of its membership. 
Of GHI’s 1,600 homes, 684 re- 
sponses were received. 

Skolnik said the most frequent 
complaints were “I’m cold” and 
“electric bills are too high.” Only 
18 percent of respondents said 
their homes are always warm 
enough in winter. In addition, 
residents in homes with block 
construction complained about too 
much moisture. Seventy-seven 
percent said they kept their homes 
colder than desired so they could 
lower their heating bills. 

Skolnik described GHI’s re- 
placement reserve fund, in which 
a portion of member fees have 
been saved each month toward 
long-term replacement of home 
components. GHI manages the 
fund by determining the expected 
service life of each component 
based on industry and manufac- 
turer standards. 

He went on to explain that 
windows, doors and baseboard 
heaters are wearing out and that 
waste pipes in frame homes will 
also need replacement. “Windows 
are supposed to last 25 years and 
are 30 years old,” he said. 

However, the replacement re- 
serve was intended to fund re- 
placing components of members’ 


homes, not pay for significant 
enhancements, such as new in- 
sulation in walls or crawlspaces, 
heat pumps or storm doors. After 
the meeting, GHI treasurer Sylvia 
Lewis confirmed that GHI had 
accumulated $8 million in its re- 
placement reserve fund at the end 
of 2009 — the most recent certified 
annual audit. This fund will con- 
tinue to grow, she said, until the 
community upgrade begins. 
Structural Problems 

Jim Cohen, chair of the Build- 
ings Committee, summarized some 
of the structural problems among 
members’ homes. Aging electric 
baseboard heaters and windows 
from the prior rehab will have 
more problems, he said, and they 
will become increasingly expen- 
sive to maintain. 

He described the building en- 
velope — “the skin of our houses: 
roof, siding, doors, windows, the 
surface below the crawlspace.” 
Currently the envelope of many 
frame and brick homes allows 
too much air to blow in and out, 
he said, while many block homes 
have too much moisture from lack 
of air circulation. 

Cohen explained that the 2015 
upgrade will be different from the 
rehab project 30 years ago. For 


2015 there will be enough time

Nature Journaling Workshop 
Brings Winter Wonders

While most people were hun- 
kered down in their houses en- 
joying hot drinks and pampering 
their snow shoveling muscles, 
an intrepid group of 20 newly- 
minted “naturalists” set out on 
Saturday, January 29 to explore 
the territory behind the Greenbelt 
Community Center.

“Which direction is the wind 
coming from?” asked Lesley 
Riddle, Greenbelt assistant direc- 
tor of Public Works and the only 
bonafide professional naturalist in 
the group. Fingers were licked 
and raised in the air as people 
turned around uncertainly and 
pointed in various directions. 


South, it was finally determined. 
Participants duly recorded this bit 
of information in their journals 
and then dispersed to gaze up at 
trees, peer under shrubs and ex- 
amine animal tracks in the snow. 

A chilly 10 minutes later, 
the explorers were back inside 
stamping their feet to warm 
up. Laughter filled the room 
as people displayed oak leaves, 
seed pods and drawings. Mostly 
strangers at the start of the work- 
shop, the group had bonded by 
sharing their love for nature and 
their varied interests in science, 
writing, photography and spiri- 
tuality. They told stories as they 
sketched holly leaves, perused 
Peterson field guides and debated 
the merits of memorizing the 
Latin names of plants. 

A retired woman referred to

Greenbelt ACE Recommends 
Small Grants to Local Schools

At the Greenbelt City Council 
meeting on Monday, January 24 
council approved 14 Advisory 
Committee on Education (ACE) 
grants to five local schools. ACE 
grants are available to teachers and 
parent-teacher organizations from 
Greenbelt schools. 

The grants are made in response 
to proposals for projects or items 
which enhance or enrich school- 
based activities. They are funded 
by the City of Greenbelt and se- 
lection by council of proposals for 
funding was made on input from 
ACE. 

ACE invited proposals from the 
six ACE core schools, those pri- 
marily serving Greenbelt students: 
Greenbelt Elementary, Springhill 
Lake Elementary, Magnolia EI- 
ementary, Turning Point Academy, 
Greenbelt Middle School and Elea- 
nor Roosevelt High School. There 
was no limit on the number of 
proposals a school could submit. 


Projects will take place from Feb- 
ruary 2011 through the end of the 
2011-2012 school year. 

ACE received 17 proposals 
from five schools and recommend- 
ed funding for the following 14 
projects: 

Greenbelt Middle School was 
the big winner, with six ACE 
grants. Two grants, of $400 and 
$419, respectively, will enable the 
music program to purchase elec- 
tronic piano keyboards that connect 
to computer music software; the 
second will revitalize the library 
of sheet music to help students 
transition to high school music 
programs. 

A $500 grant will fund an art- 
ist-inspired gallery show of student 
art at the Greenbelt Community 
Center and a second $500 grant 
will provide tutoring for strug- 


gling algebra students. Two field

corrected paper was transmitted 
back to Eppard for final changes. 
This occurred within seconds of 
a total power failure in central 
Greenbelt a little before 8 p.m. 

Eppard, in Montgomery Coun- 
ty, made the final changes with 
her lights flickering. Then she 
transmitted the print copy di- 
rectly to the printer. She was 
also able to transmit the copy to 
Joan Falcao here in Greenbelt for 
Internet posting before Falcao’s 
power failed. (While power in 
the city center was out for about 
15 hours, Eppard was without 
power until Saturday morning.) 

Meanwhile staff made their 
way back to their darkened 
homes, some with help from 
thoughtful neighbors. 

Distribution 

Falcao, with no power in 
Greenbelt, tried her uncle’s 
house in Silver Spring, the Su- 
ver Spring library, Starbucks and 
Borders Book Store as well as 
various Internet possibilities in 
Kensington but was unsuccessful 


of the News Review. After try- 
ing so many “foreign” Internet 
locations, she learned that power 
had been restored in Greenbelt 
and she could post the Internet 
News Review from home. 

For all her effort to hasten post- 
ing the online paper, Falcao had, in 
fact, delayed it. “Folks are prob- 
ably too busy with shoveling to 
notice,’ Falcao hoped. “And maybe 
their paper was delivered earlier.” 

Silver had no problems print- 
ing the paper, which arrived in 
Greenbelt shortly after 1 p.m. 
Thursday for distribution. Circula- 
tion Manager Ian Tuckman then 
went out to drop the bundles to a 
smattering of carriers who were 
challenged to deliver the papers 
amidst the snow accumulation. 

Efforts to bring the latest news 
to the Greenbelt community large- 
ly happen behind the scenes and 
in the wee hours of the night. 
For the many volunteers and pro- 
fessionals that make it happen 
each week without fail, getting the 
job done “by any means neces- 
sary” is just another day’s work.

for a pilot project to identify the 
best options for upgrading all 
1,600 homes. 

Research Report 

Joe Wiehagen from the Na- 
tional Association of Home Build- 
ers Research Center (NAHB-RC) 
gave the next presentation. The 
Research Center, which has part- 
nered with GHI to receive a grant 
from the U.S. Department of En- 
ergy’s Building America Program, 
is leading the analysis portion of 
GHI’s pilot project. 

Wiehagen explained that con- 
struction design and materials used 
to build GHI homes in the 1930s 
and 1940s have resulted in much 
higher energy usage than in more 
recent homes. He told the gath- 
ered membership that all-electric 
“modern homes three times the 
size [of GHI row homes] use 
about what your homes are us- 
ing.” 

Even using so much electricity, 
Wiehagen explained, many GHI 
homes are less comfortable than 
members want. His team has 
placed temperature, humidity and 
energy usage sensors in the homes 
of the 28 members participating in 
the pilot project. 

He held up a temperature graph 
showing dramatic fluctuations in 
one pilot home, saying tempera- 
tures “go up and down during the 
day. When they go down below 
50 degrees on this chart, some 
people are very uncomfortable.” 
He added, “This winter has been 
pushing our limits.” 

Top Member Concerns 

The mad hatters returned then 
to present the most frequent ques- 
tions, concerns and ideas written 
on cards at the beginning of the 
meeting. The most common items 
fell into seven categories. 

Work Members Have Already 
Done: Many members have al- 
ready performed significant up- 
grades on their homes, installing 
new windows, heating systems 
or other improvements. Board 
President Suzette Agans said GHI 
leadership intends that members 
who have paid for their own 1m- 
provements that meet or exceed 
upgrades installed by GHI will 
keep them and not pay for those 
portions of the project. She said 
these upgrades will be reviewed 
on a case-by-case basis. 

Crawlspaces: Members asked 
what would be done about these 
areas, particularly whether they 
would be insulated. Wiehagan 
said “The crawlspaces are quite 
a challenge.” Several options are 
being considered, he said, includ- 
ing reducing ventilation and insu- 
lating them or leaving them open 
and insulating the bottom of the 
concrete slabs. 

GHI and the NAHB-RC are 
reviewing the costs and benefits 
of different techniques. They will 
evaluate these variants during the 
pilot program to find the most ef- 
fective. 

Funding: Members asked how 
much the upgrades would cost and 
where funding would come from. 
Cohen said the pilot program was 
necessary to determine the total 
cost. He referred to the reserve 
replacement fund, adding that GHI 
leadership will take a holistic ap- 
proach to expenses. 

A member could see an in- 
crease in monthly co-op payments 
offset to some extent by reduc- 
tions in electric bills. Computer 
models can provide estimates of 
Savings from various improve- 
ments, but the pilot project will 
provide actual savings and experi- 
ences which will be used to evalu- 


ate which upgrades should occur 
throughout the cooperative. 

Technologies: Members also 
asked about whether GHI had 
evaluated the use of specific tech- 
nologies, including solar and geo- 
thermal energy. Skolnik said, 
“We’re very interested in the 
question of environmental sustain- 
ability [but] the primary goal... 
is livability and cost control.” 

He said the Buildings Commit- 
tee will carefully evaluate costs 
and benefits of geothermal heat 
pumps, which involve laying a 
series of pipes about three feet 
underground where the tempera- 
ture is always close to 55 degrees. 
He explained that solar energy 
for individual homes is unlikely 
to be cost-effective because of 
the community’s thick tree cover. 
The GHI board, however, is cur- 
rently looking into whether it can 
profitably install solar panels on 
the roof of the GHI headquarters 
building. 

Skolnik said different insula- 
tion technologies are being evalu- 
ated for GHI’s different types of 
construction. Block homes may 
have hardboard insulation added 
on the exterior walls, he said, 
possibly topped with an outer 
layer designed to retain the block 
appearance. 

Frame houses have wooden 
floors which may be sealed and 
insulated with spray foam. Wie- 
hagen said, “There’s a real cost 
tradeoff between different types 
of spray foam” and selecting prod- 
ucts for the pilot project was a 
critical analysis being undertaken. 

Low-Income Residents: In re- 
sponse to questions about how 
low-income residents can deal 
with high utility bills, GHI Fi- 
nance Committee is investigating 
options to make it easier for low- 
income residents to afford the up- 
grade project and the cost of the 
upgrade. Agans referred to the 
Maryland low-income assistance 
program described in a brochure 
available at the meeting and from 
GHI after the meeting. 

She cited the GHI Weatheriza- 
tion Volunteer Corps, a volunteer 
effort just getting started. 

The program seeks volunteers 
to help with caulking, sealing 
windows and _ air conditioners 
and other projects in homes of 
those seeking weatherproofing. 
Volunteers should contact George 
Bachman at gbachman @ green- 
belthomes.net. 

Why Are We Waiting? While 
some members were skeptical that 
the upgrade was necessary, others 
wanted it to start immediately. 
Cohen explained that the buildings 
committee is not “waiting” — they 
are following the plan GHI has 
had in place for years. 

Because GHI homes are built 
with uncommon construction de- 
signs, the three-year pilot project 
will make best use of members’ 
money by identifying the most ef- 
fective upgrades. 

During this first year of the 
pilot project, baseline data is be- 
ing collected. At the beginning 
of the second year, the building 
envelope in the pilot homes will 
be improved. During the third 
year, heating system upgrades 
will be installed and analyzed for 
cost effectiveness. Then the most 
effective upgrades will be recom- 
mended to the membership. 

Other Issues 

Eldon Ralph, GHI’s Assistant 
General Manager, added, “We 
need to test [the computer models] 
by doing the pilot program to see 
if we actually get the estimated

Tips for Protecting 


Wireless Networks 

The Maryland Attorney 
General’s (AG) Office has 
issued advice on protecting 
security of wireless data net- 
works. Wireless transmissions 
can be vulnerable to intercep- 
tions that collect unencrypted 
emails, passwords and records 
of browsing. Such informa- 
tion can be obtained by the 
network owner or unauthorized 
users, even by driving through 
neighborhoods where such 
data is being transmitted. 

OnGuard Online, a consor- 
tium of federal agencies and 
technology industry experts, 
recommends that residents use 
up-to-date anti-virus and anti- 
spyware software and a firewall; 
turn off identifier broadcasting 
that broadcasts a signal from 
the device; change the router 
identifier and password from 
the default original set by the 
manufacturer; turn off the wire- 
less network when not in use 
to limit availability to hackers; 
and public “hot spots” are not 
secure — they are convenient but 
users’ data are not protected. 
Gansler further reminds users 
that if possible use WPA en- 
cryption, not WEP. WPA2 is 
strongest and should protect 
against most hackers. But even 
WEP (on older routers) is better 
than none.

and said she had come to the 
workshop to rediscover the right 
side of her brain. Another at- 
tendee shared that she wasn’t 
able to walk as well as she used 
to and so wanted to learn differ- 
ent ways to appreciate nature. 
One described herself as a “Jane 
Goodall wanna-be.” Many said 
they had moved to Greenbelt be- 
cause of the beauty of the forests 
and the lake and they wanted to 
enjoy it more. 

This was all music to Riddle’s 
ears, as she conceived of the 
nature journaling workshop as “a 
way of reaching out and getting 
folks outside more.” Dressed 
in tattered blue jeans and a gray 
sweatshirt which bore a button 
reading Everything is Connected, 
Riddle encouraged workshop par- 
ticipants to “get personal” with 
nature. 

“Take time to get to know 
nature, like you would a friend,” 
She said. “We are physically, 
chemically and emotionally a part 
of nature. We need to develop a 
deeper understanding and recon- 
nect with the parts of our lives 
we've lost touch with.” 

Riddle acknowledged that in 
our stressful culture of emails 
and traffic jams, finding time for 
quiet reflection can be a chal- 
lenge. Several attendees said that 
their favorite time for contem- 
plating nature is on clear winter 
nights when the constellations 
are bright. Don Comis has been 
known to stay out until all hours 
watching for fox and coyote. 
“Sitting on a little hill in Green- 
belt all night is like the Serengeti 
to me,” he said. 

The workshop was organized 
by the Beaverdam Creek Water- 
shed Watch Group (beaverdam- 
creek.org) and the Chesapeake 
Education, Arts and Research 
Society (CHEARS.org). They 
plan to hold a nature journaling 
workshop each season this year.

Storm Caused Outages, 
May Have Led to Fire

The snowstorm on Wednes- 
day, January 26 was unusually 
wet and heavy and caused hav- 
oc throughout the metropolitan 
Washington area. In Greenbelt, 
damage was mostly limited to 
fallen trees and limbs. However, 
a power outage may have helped 
cause a house fire. 

Ken Hall, Greenbelt Public 
Works director, estimates there 
were 10 to 15 fallen trees and 
numerous fallen branches, many 
from aging Bradford Pear trees 
in Greenbelt East. Some of the 
damaged trees will need to be 
removed, Hall said, because dam- 
age 1s so severe. While fallen 
limbs could be the cause for the 
power outage in the central sec- 
tion of the city, Hall is not aware 
of the specific cause. 

According to City Manag- 
er Michael McLaughlin, power 
was out in most of the central 
part of the city for 15 hours or 
more, from shortly before 8 p.m. 
Wednesday to mid to 
late Thursday. Resi- 
dents of the 36 court of 
Ridge and part of the 
33 court were an excep- 
tion, however. They 
suffered a power outage 
until late Saturday, ac- 
cording to McLaughlin. 

Hall said there were 
no particular problems 
experienced with snow 
removal. Greenbelt po- 
lice have not reported 
any storm-related inci- 
dents. 

Greenhill Fire 

Apparently the pow- 
er outage resulted in 
one fire at 108 Green- 





hill Road. McLaughlin reported 
that the cause of the fire appeared 
to be burning candles. The fire 
was reported at 10:03 p.m. ac- 
cording to the Prince George’s 
fireboard. News Review staffer 
Kathleen McFarland reports that 
her granddaughter, Erin Thomas 
of Fayette Place, was out walking 
in the snow when a resident ran 
out of the house on Greenhill and 
asked her to call 911 and report 
a fire. 

Greenbelt Company 35 Vol- 
unteer Fire Department and Res- 
cue Squad Engine was first on 
the scene according to Assis- 
tant Chief Lani Lindsey of the 
Branchville Fire Department, 
which also responded to the 
scene. The fire was primarily 
in the front living room and the 
eaves of the rambler home and 
was brought under control in 20 
minutes. Fire loss is estimated 


at $90,000 and the cause is still 
under investigation.

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Public Hearings Scheduled 
For School Budget Cuts

Prince George’s County is 
preparing for the next school year 
with a reduced budget. Prince 
George’s County Public Schools 
superintendent Dr. William R. 
Hite, Jr., had recently announced 
that the Fiscal Year 2012 pro- 
posed budget was $1.68 billion 
before learning of a projected $64 
million shortfall in planned-for 
funding from the state. Governor 
Martin O’Malley has announced 
an additional $20.8 million cut to 
the county’s school system fund- 
ing, which now leaves budget 
cuts totaling $84.8 million. The 
education budget is very large; 
an $85 million shortfall is a five 
percent cut in the total budget. 
The Fiscal Year 2011 operating 
budget is $1.63 billion. 

Specific cuts in the budget are 
now under consideration. Hear- 
ings have already begun and 
the final budget adoption will 
be on February 24. The Board 
of Education will hold two ad- 
ditional public hearings — at 7 


p.m. on Thursday, February 10 
and Tuesday, March | (after the 
budget adoption). The board will 
hold one additional FY12 budget 
worksession at 6 p.m. on Tues- 
day, February 8. The final FY12 
budget worksession (budget adop- 
tion) is at 7 p.m. on Thursday, 
February 24. 

All budget public hearings and 
work sessions will be held in the 
Board Room, Sasscer Admiunis- 
tration Building, 14201 School 
Lane, Upper Marlboro.
